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‘PAT BURNS’ ADVICE 

Mr. P. Burns of Calgary, © in tho 
Calgary Herald of 22nd inst., has the 
fullowing letter regarding the cattie 
situation in’ Alberta at the . present 
timo which ‘will be read with iiterest 
by farmers and ranchers throughout 
the length and breadth of the prov- 
ince. He says: 

Sir,—I notice a short article in the 
Albertan of Nov. 21 referring to» the 
difficulty the ranchers had in selling 
their cattle. On this subject, I think 
afew words of oxplanation would 
not be inappropriate: : 

There were two statements made : 
First,! that there were 50,000 head 
of cattle ready for the market but 
no buyers, consequently they would 
have to be turned out on the ranges; 
second, that the ranchers believe this 
state of things was caused by the 
desireof the buyers to get back at 
them ‘for giving evidence on tho beef 
commission. 

With regard to the first statement, 
I doubt whether there are 10,000 
head of beef cattle available in the 
wholeiof-America at the present mo- 
ment, and-there is no necessity for 
them to be turned loose again as th- 
ey can feed till spring when a consid- 
erable advance in price may be look- 
ed for. 

Secondly, Ido not think any buyer 
in the country ever thought of the 
beef commission or harbored any feel 
ing of revenge against anyone becau- 
se of it. The chief reason fewer cattle 
than usual _have been bought this 
season is because of the small percen- 
tage'of.the cattle offered that were fit 
for export and usually the buyers 
look to.the European market to use 
the surplus cattle, but this year, ow- 
ing to the extremely hard winter and 
not more th- 
an 15 per cent. of the cattle are fit 
for oxport as against 60 to 65, per 
eent, in other years. Then, too, the 
home demand has been. suddenly cur- 
tailed, .many lumber mills, mines, 
other works haping been 


‘}shut down on account of the strin- 


=- 


gency of the mancy market. 

The great trouble to be contended 
with is that everybody wants to get 
rid of their cattle at the samo time. 
While ‘the buyers, have in former 
years, on account of so many cattle, 
being fit for market,always been able 
to handle them as fast as they were 
offered during the fall of the year, 
yet this season conditions are entire- 
ly changed as, owing to the small 
percentage that are in fit-condition 


to export, it throws more cattle for, 
market’ 


local consumption than the 
demands. If the farmers and ranch- 
ers would have patience and hold 
and feed their cattle, in less than 
two months from today, when the 
present furry qr gut will be over, 
they would find conditions entirely 
changed. It will then be a case of 
the buyer -running after the —farm- 
ers and ranchers instead of the farm- 
ers and ranchers running after the 
buyers as they are today. Buyers 
will be here from Winnipeg and from 
the coast for supplies for their local 
trade and, ifthe farmers and ranci- 
ers will hold their cattle in con- 
dition, they will find a ready market 
for them and at good prices. They 
have only to look at the prices paid 
a vear ago, when cattle were bought 
for from 24c to 3c per lb. and dur- 
ing the spring months from 4}c to 
4{c per lb. was paid. This means 
that they got for feeding their cattle 
anywhere from $15 to $25 per head, 
which, as anyone who has done any 
feeding knows, nets them a handsome 
profit over the actual cost of feeding 
their cattle. 

Yor several years past, we have 
been doing everything possible to en- 
courage the farmers and ranchers to 
fecd their cattle which are not fit 
for export in the fall, for the spring 
market and I think the result of our 
efforts in this respect is known and 
appreciated by those who have 


fed their cattle for this market and 
have thus got the high prices which 
always then prevail. So confident 


am | that beef cattle will command 
high prices next spring, that had 1 
;the money, I would buy all the beef 
cattle for sale in Alberta today and 
feed them for the spring trade. 

It is therefore necdless for me to 
say that my advice to the farmers 
and ranchers, who can possibly do it, 
is to feed their cattle for a spring 


market, instead of trying to crowd 
them off now under present condi- 
tions.

ALBERTA FARMER, HOLD YOUR 
SEED GRAIN: 


It is evident that a great many 
farmers will have to buy seed grain 
for next year’s purposes. It will 
hardly be possible this year to obtain 
it in Ontario or any of the other 
provinces to the east of us. There 
fore Alberta must supply herself, 
In order to do this, grain that is fit 
ior sowing should not be used for 
other purposes. With a view to pre 
venting a shortage in seed grain next 
spring, the Wetaskiwin Board of 
Trade has requested that we join in 
a movement to secure a supply of 
seed grain before what is in the pro- 
vince leaves the farmers’ hands. The 
movement is a worthy one and we 
take pleasure in pledging to it the 
individual support of the A. F.A, 
{n order to make this movement a 
success a system of gathering and 
testing samples and filling orders, 
will have to be established whereby 
buyers and settlers will both be pro- 
tected. This will take a little time 
but we doubt not it will be made as 
brief as possible. We have stated th- 
at the farmer who is in u position to 
bold’ and has good grain, has some- 
thing worth holding. We wish to em- 
phasize the statement and urge that 
it be held until every settler is sup- 
plied. Next year's crop should be 
made to suffer as little as possible 
from the shortcomings of the past 
season's erratic weathe:s If the var- 
1ous secretaries and other officers of 
the A.F.A. will begin now to note the 
amount of seed grain required in the- 
ir vicinities in excess of wheat can be 
supplied or amount on hand in excess 
of that required, this information can 
be forwarded promptly when called 
for. Let every member do a little to 
this end and much will be accom- 
plished.—W. F. Stevens, Sec. A.F.A.

The introduction of gas engincs of 
large units has brought about the de- 
velopment. of an apparatus to pro- 
duce fuel gas for power purposes’ at 
a very low cost. This apparatus is 
known as a Gas Producer and is di- 
vided into two classes according to 
the manner in which the draft throu- 
gh the material to be gasificd is caus- 
ed by and being forced in from below 
or by a partial vacuum being created 
above, the former being called a pres- 
sure plant and the latter part ; 
suction plant, 

The results obtained by either of 
these plants are most gratifying from 
a fuel economy standpoint. 

In the modern gas producer, which 
can be installed and operated as rea- 


to lignite coal, also coke, charcoal, 
peat, ete, 

While the gas producer requires no 
more attention than a steam boiler, 
it is considerably higher in efficiency 
and considerably less dangerons to 
operate. It utilizes a greater percen- 
tage of the heat valucs contained in 
the fuel than any other device. The 
gas produced is much heavier than 
either natural or coal gnses, due tc 
the larga percentage of nitrogen it 
Its specific gravity is over 
gas and nearly
